The summer season to William Dean 
Howells was the happiest part of his 
long and. usefal life and it was in the 
little seaport town of Kittery, Maine, ; 
where he mostly Hved during the sum: | 
mer months, The townspeople looked 
forward cach year to hig return and 
here a weleome awnited him, 

Tt was at a friend’s home near Mr. 
Howells where I first met. this great 
student and writer, and i¢ was here le 
came daily to see one of the family who 
was ill for a period of several mouths. 
Mr. Howells brought goo cheer, help- 
fulness and hopefulness to these aged 
sisters who resided in the Colonial home 
of their ancestors, Were Mr. Howells 
was seen in his real humanitarian life 
and spirit, for he loved his old freinds 
and that old home which savored so 
much of other days when Kittery was 
the famous summer resort sof many of 
the oldest families of Portsmouth, New 
Hampshire, Mr. Howells loved this fa- 
mous ald home with its ancient furnish.
